JEFFERSON CitTY, Mo., May 8.—Ryors’ tele- 
Phone bill passed the Senate this morning. 
‘The following is the full text of the bill: 

„See. 1. It shall be lawful for the municipal 
authorities of all cities and towns in this 
State to regulate the charges made by all per- 
ons, porporations, or agents, or officers, for 
the use of any telephone. 

The bill is intended to give the various cities 
of the State authority or power to fix maxi- 
mum telephone rates. The provisions sof this 
bill have been engrafted on the Senate 
revisory bill for cities and towns, 
but for fear that the bill may 


meet its death in the House, it was deemed 
advisable to pass the Ryors telephone bill as 
@ separate measure. Senators Kerwin and 
Miner voted and worked for its passage, but 
the other four St. Louis Senators opposed it. 
Senator McGinnis madea speech in opposi- 
tion to it. It passed, however, receiving 21 
ayes ugainst 6 nays. 

Senator Sebree’s Stenographers’ bill, which 
applies only to the criminal courts of St. 
Louis sy. also passed the Senate by a good 
majority. The bill differs from L present 
law only in tue matter salary, 
which at present is $150 month 
for nine months in the year and per day for 
the time actuaily employed 8 the re- 
maining three months. his bill fixes the 
annual salary of such stenographers at $1,800, 
payable out ofthe City 1 — 6 and not ex- 
veeding 15 cents per 100 words for long hand 
transcripts of notes, the fees for transcripts 

to be taxed in the same manner as other costs 
2 the case. 

The House appropriation bill for the Ele- 
mosynary Institutions of the State passed the 
—— iving $40,000 to each of the asylums at 
Fulto t. Joseph and Nevada. The House 
bill 1 the St. Joseph and Nevada asylums 
$50,000. There was some discussion on a motion 
to strike out of the bill the $70,000 for the St. 
Louls Insane Asylum. An amendment offered 
by Senator McGrath to have all 

bills contracted by the institutions 
- audited by the Auditor of State and not by the 
Board of Managers of the institutions as here- 
tofore, was adopted. 

The Senate passed the revising school bill, 
which makes many important changes in the 
common school laws. Among others may be 
noted the following: It requires six 
months’ school; permits the formation of 
school districts in two or more counties; pro 
vides the mode of issuing bonds to build 
school houses; provides for the payment of a 
janitor during the school term; prevents 
white and colored children from attend- 
img the same school; provides for 
the adoption of local superintending 
by counties upon petition of 100 citizens, 
and grades the salaries of county superin- 
tendents from $200 to 31,000, according to 
school population; all delinquent school 
taxes hereafter collected shall be applied to 
the teachers’ fund; provides for the erection 
of two school-houses in certain cases. The 
bill applies only to country schools and not to 
schools in cities, towns and villages. 

THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The House to-day passed a bill regulating 
the inspection of warehouses and grain in 
them. In St. Louis to carry on a warehouse 
the application must be made to the Circuit 
Court. The bill is a copy of one several times 
introduced into the Legislature of this State.

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SPRINKLERS DOING 
WITH A LITTLE MORE CARE. 


A New Sprinkling Inspector A ppointed—New 

Inspectors to Be Put In—Trouble 

im the Plumbing Department—Lighting 

the City BRall—The Cenncil Committee on 
Railroads. 


Very few objections were raised to-day in 
regard to the manner in which the street 
sprinkling was done. The unusually large 
number of complaint sent in to the depart- 
ment on Monday and yesterday were par- 
tially the cause ofthe good work done this 
morning and then general picking 
up all around. The main cause 
of the betterment in the 
work is the shuffle made in the Street Depart- 
ment by Street Commissioner Burnet, who 
deposed Inspector Bohn who was found to be 
a little too mild in his manner and not quite 
energetic enough in keeping the district in- 
spectors up to the desired standard of 
activity. His place was immediately 
filled by Cunningham, who has for some 
time been in charge of other kinds of 
street work. Inspector Cunningham has had 
a great deal of experience in handlifig men on 
big contract work and was in charge of the 
street-sweeping broom brigade before the 
machine sweeping was contracted for. He 
took hold of matters yesterday afternoon and 
gave special instructions to all of his district 
inspectors. The inspectors all went to work 
with renewed energy this morning, as the 
Street Commissioner made the announcement 
thata large number of the inspectors were 
absolutely incompetent, and that nearly al! of 
them were to be changed at an early date. All 
of these inspectors were political appoint- 
ments, being made by the Street Commis- 
sioner in conformity with the desires of 
May og Allen. Nearly allofthese men will go 
and be replaced by more competent and e. 
Street Commissioner Burnet said 
this morning: „It there is another 
relapse in the work, the department will put 
on carts wherever they are needed and charge 
the expense up to the contractors, and then 
if they want to kick about paying they can go 
into court and do so. 

Park Commissioner Klemm said in regard to 
sprinkling Forest Park: The matter at the 
park will be so arranged on next Sunday 
that no objections can be made. I will 
put on in addition to the three carts working 
regularly, two more which will increase the 
service a great deal. I am working against 
big odds there as there are not nearly enough 
plugs in the park to supply the necessary 
water; as it is now, the wagons spend half 
their time going from the places they 
are sprinkling to the plugs and bac 
again. As to the dirt roads, very little can be 
done with them, as when they are wet enough 
to keep the dust down they are muddy, and as 
much objection is made to mud as is made to 
dust. More gravel roads are needed in Forest

About Those Mistakes. 


In explanation of thereport made yester- 
day by a committee of the Board of Public 
Improvements, crediting the City Treasurer 
with a number of mistakes in the 


matter of making out receipts for con- 
tractors making bids on city work, 
City Treasurer Foerstel made the following 
statement: ‘‘I am credited with making 
eighteen mistakes in one day, This is a mis- 
statement of facts. Let me sift them; eleven 
are stated as a substitution of the nane of 
Daniel Carroll for Daniel Cahill. Now, Mr. 
Cahill, whose name was unknown by my as 
sistant, came with an offer to put in eleven 
bids. On being requested to make outa list 
headed by his name he said: ‘No, you do it for 
me, when he was told that it was 
usual for the builders to do that, he reiterated 
his request. Thereupon the Assistant Treas- 
urer asked for his name, he gave a name 
sounding like Daniel Carroll, the Assis- 
tant wrote out that name and showing it to 
him asked if this was correct, he answered 
thatit was. Thereupon the requisite forty- 
four receipts, for each letting requires four 
receipts, were made as thus described, name- 
ly in name of Daniel Carroll. Now whois to 
blame for this? Sizot the remaining seven 
errors show on their face that the Treasurer 
had nothing to do with them. 
Hence, seventeen of those so-called ‘‘Treas- 
urer errors should be designated ‘‘contract- 
ors errors. 

Then there is only one error which can be 
really laid to my door, and that is the lack of 
my signature to one receipt. As excuse for 
this I will state that eight lots of receipts for 
each letting bad been fully written out ana 
signed, leaving on a blank for the bidder's 
name and the number of the receipts before 
the day of the letting. 

This would have been more than enough if 
the bids had been fairly divided on the lct- 
tings. Two circumstances came in play which 
make the difficulty. In the first place the bid- 
ders delayed coming in large numbers until 
the last hour of the letting, and then secondly 
they made their bids on some lettings in such 
numbers that the previously prepared re- 
ceipte for some of the lettings were exhausted 
and nee ones had to be written out in full. 
So thatevery one in the office had to drop 
everything else to assistin making the requi- 
site receipts. 

Now, take into consideration the rush of the 
contractors who are anxious to putin their 
bids before 12 o’clock, together with that of 
other parties having other business witb the 
office, is there a wonder that the signing of a 
receipt should be omitted? and Mr. Maiony’s 
receipt was one of those given during the 
rush. 


The Railroad Committee. 


The Council Committee on Railroads will 
hold a meeting at 8o’clock on Friday after-

THE MISSOURI GENERAL ASSOCIATION 
STARTS A MOVEMENT TO PREVENT IT. 


* 


Legislation Restricting Railway Traffic to Be 
Fought For—Reseolutions Passed Not to 
Receive Mail on the Sabbath—Proceed- 
ings of the Convention To-Day—The Dis- 
cussions. 

The Missouri General Association of the 
Congregationai Church held the second ses- 
sion of the twenty-fifth annual convention 
this morning at the First Congregational 
Church, on Delmar avenue near Grand. Or- 
ganization Was perfected by the selection of 
Rev. A. P. Johnson of Springfield, Mo., as 
Moderator, and Rev. G. N. Grannis, pastor 
of the Third Congregational Church in this 
city, asscribe. The first paper read was by 
Rev. J. P. Sanderson of Springfield, Mo., on 
‘*OCbristian Co-operation. Avery excellent 
paper on What Christian Duty Now De- 
mands as to Sabbath Observance’’ was next 
read by Rev. A. J. Smith of Neosho, Mo. 
Following this Mr. George Ricker of 
Springfield, Mo., the Chairman of a 
committee appointed atthe last annual 
convention to consider the subject of Sab- 
bath desecration, made a report. What adi- 
tional legislation was needed to have a prop- 
per observance of Sunday was, considered 
and especial attention was given to legisia- 
tlon needed for the restriction of railway 
traffic in the State on Sunday. The statutes 
of Missouri Mr. Ricker stated had 
been examined and found so constructed 
that to use a favorite expression of Joseph 
Cook, a coach and four could be driven 
through them. It seemed to the committee, 
he sald, that it would be wise to attempt 
securing more stringent laws on this subject 
and a careful enforcement of those now in 
the statute books. A Sunday law had been 
secured, but no one would claim 
that it was observed. In St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City base ball games, which Mr. Ricker 
said werein clear violation of the law. were 
played on Sundays withoutany protest. The 
committee had sent memorials to the South- 
west Missouri Conference of the M. E. Church 
South, to the . P. Synod of Missouri, 
the State Baptist Asssociation and 
the St. Louis M. E. Conference 
arguing the necessity of stirring up a senti- 
ment on this question. The successful ef- 
forts of the Connecticut Legislature to restrict 
railway traffic made it possible to do it in this 
State also. The report concluded with the 
following recommendations: | 

First: ‘‘Tbat the members of our churches 
be urged to consider this question, 
as relates to their own conduct 
on the Lord’s day and especially to refiran 
from reading Sunday newspapers, from re- 
ceiving mall, from railroad traffic and from 
riding for pleasure. 

Second: That our pastors be asked to re- 
spond vee remy to the request of the Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union to preach 
on Sabbath observance on Sunday, April 1.’’ 

Third: That this body appoint a standing 
Sabbath Observance Committee of five or 
seven representative men whose duty it shall 
be to keep this question before the churches 
and to co-operate with religious bodies when 
practicable to secure better legislation.’’ 

Fourth: That the adove-namedjcommittee 
take into immediate consideration the advisa- 
bility of holding a Sabbath observance con- 
vention in the near future forthe purpose of 
agitating this matter.“ 

The reading of this last recommendation 
brought Rev. Bowler of Sedalia to his feet 
with the announcement that a convention to 
promote a better observance of the Subbath 
was to be held at Sedalia, Mo., on May 23 and 
24. He moved that delegates to that conven- 
tion be selected 7 the meeting. The motion 
was carried and the appointments left to the 
Nominating Committee. 

Rev. C. H. Taintor of Chicago, Field Seo- 
retary of the American — Union, 
then addressed the convention on the subject 
of raising money to build dwellings for home 
missionaries. The accounts be related of 
the sufferings of many home mission- 
aries through lack of decent bouses 
to shelter them made quite an impression on 
the meeting. He exhibited a number of pict- 
ures painted on canvas of churches builtin 
sparsely settled portions of the country.

PESTIFEROUS OFFICE FLIES. 


Mayor NOONAN’s determination to get 
rid of the office-seekers who make lifea 
‘burden to bim and seriously interferéd 
with the performance of his dyties is a 
move in the right direction. He has the 
sympathy and cordial support of all good 
citizens in his efforts. 

The Mayor’s experience is common to 
all officials in this country who have 
patronage at their disposal. There is 
not an office from the President's 
down to the lowest with a clerkship, 
a portership or a messengership at- 
tached to it which is not infested by a 
swarm of buzzing flies. And the office- 
seeking flies are the most pestiferous, per- 
sistent and bothersome of all. They are 
thorough pests and nuisances. They are 
blots on the public service, and blocks to 
public business. They wear out the lives 
of publiecflicers. The center for them at 
present is Washington, where they have 
become a national nuisance and a national 
disgrace. + Politics is becoming putrid 
under these baleful influences. 

The worst effectof this result of the 
spoils system is not so much the spectacle 
as the demoralization of human nature 
and manhood which it represents and 
which makes it possible. Thousands of 
men with able bodies and minds scramble 
over miserable little offices in which there is 
smail compensation, no hope of promotion 
and no spur to ambition. There is about 
one office to every hundred applicants 
and the scramble, therefore, represents a 
tremendous waste of time, ability and en- 
ergy which should be put to productive 
uses. The labor expended in office-seek- 
ing would make the office-seekers inde- 
pendent if applied to professional, trade 
or manufacturing activity. 

The country has had enough of it. Every 
movement, legislative or executive, which 
tends to abolish and discourage it is in ac- 
cord with popular sentiment. It is also 
in the direction of political decency and 
national dignity.

THE corrupt practices at elections bill 
pending in the State Legislature would 
make a splendid companion piece of 
legislation to the electoral reform bill just 
passed. The measure guards against 
fraud and bribery at the polls and re- 
quires candidates and committees to file 
with the Secretary of State sworn state- 
ments of campaign expenditures. With 
these two laws on the statute books 
elections in Missouri would have the 
strongest possible safeguards thrown 
around them. There would be reasonable 
hope of securing absolute honesty in

A NATURALIZATION MILL 


HOW CITIZENS WERE MADE AT THE FOUR 
COURTS LAST FALL 


A Line of Investigation That May Be Fol- 
lewed by the Federal Grand-Jury in 
Bringing to Light the Election Fraud 
Sample Lists of Applicants for Whom 
Witnesses Testified. 9 


The Federal Grand - jury. obedient to the in- 
structions ot Judge Thayer, is preparing for 
an investigation into the November election 
frauds. A session was held this morn- 
ing to dispose of some preliminary 
business, before inaugurating the investiga- 
tion, which will occupy the entire attention 
of the body when it is once entered 
upon. As suggested by Judge Thayer 
the jury will first take up the 
inguiry into the methods of securing 
naturalization papers for the 3,722 persons, 
who secured citizenship within forty-five 
Geys last fall. In regard to this feature of 
the election frauds the District Attorney’s 
office is disposed to dispute the credit 
of the expose with the Post-DISPATCH. 
The office even proposes to summon attaches 


of the Post-Dispatcu before the Grand-jury, 
where they may be — con- 
cerning the exposure. The District i 
office is disposed to claim the credit ot in- 
augurating the investigation which promises to 
bring to light developisents of so much con- 
sequence. It is claimed thatthe lines of in- 
vestigation herewith presentea were prepared 
last January in the District Attorney’s office. 
Concerning this it may be sta 
right here that on February 15 when 
the POst- DISPATCH investigation was inaugu- 
rated the plan was outlined to District Attor- 

Bashaw, who then made no 

that the office was in possession 
ofthe information subsequently published. 
The suspected frauds were committed at the 
election of November, 1888. Since then a 
Grand- jury has been in session. It failed 

TO BRING THE FRAUDS TO LIGHT. 

No indictment was found on the charge 
of falsely swearing to the requisite 
statements to secure naturalization papers. 
After the adjournment ofthe Grand-jury the 
District Attorney and his deputies continued 
an investigation. It is true they were ham- 
pered in this investigation by a lack ofthe nec- 
essary funds to prosecute an extensive inquiry. 
It is also true, however, that the District 
Attorney’s office made no effort to secure the 
governmental assistance necessary to suc- 
cessfully prosecute ths inquiry. The result 
of the work done in this matter was 
that a single information was lodged 
against Delegate Julius Lehman on a charge 
of having falselysworn to the qualifications 
of Ernst John for citizenship. Lehman was 
arrested and gave dond. His 

was set for April 
17. or two before the 
hearing John mysteriously disappeard, and 
at the hearing did not put in an appearance 
to testify against Lehman. The circumstances 
to some extent confirmed the suspicions that 
the manner of making citizens last 
October would not bear investigation. 
The PostT-DIsPaTCH to-day presents a list of 
names of nearly 150 persons who secured 
naturalization papers on the testimony of five 
men. Most of these naturalizations were paid 
for bythe Republican and Democratic City 
Committees on orders like the following:

These were returned to the committees by 
the Clerks of the Court and $1.50, the legal 
naturalization fee, collected for each citizen 
made in the courts. During the forty-five 
days preceding the closing of the registration 
nearly 4,000 foreigners were made citizens at 
the Four Courts. In some cases the fraud 
was 90 palpable that it was dis- 
covered by Recorder of Voters Williams 
on the presentation of the papers for registra- 
tion. e accordingly refused to register, 
and no attempt was made to compel! bim to do 
what he would be obliged to do had the papers 
been presented by persons entitied to hold 
them. 

WHOLESALE NATURALIZATIONS. 

To-day some samples of the wholesale way 
in which foreigners were naturalized are pre- 
sented. These constitute but a few of the 
3.700 cases of naturalization at the Four 
Courts. There is nothing unusual in the fact 
thata man may have a foreign-born friend 
for whom he can testify to an acquaintance 
for five years, but thatone man should have 
thirty such friends, all of whom seek natural- 
ization pape?s at the same time, has attracted 
attention.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 8.—The Governor 
devoted all last night in considering the Bald 
Knobbers’ cases,.and has been nearly all 
morning in consultation with Mr. Delaney, 
the attorney of the Bald Knobbers, but has 
not yet reached a conclusion.

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Gutted—A $63,000 Fire. 


About 40’clock this morning an alarm of fire 
was turned in from box 81, onthe corner of 
Third street and Washington avenue, by 
Bridge Watchman Woerner. The first alarm 
was followed in a very few minutes by a sec- 
ond, sent bya fireman from No. 2% engine- 
house, on Third street near Vine. 

The fire was in the wholesale dried fruit 


store of J. W. Teasdale, on the south- 
east corner of Washington avenue 
and Second street. The flames were first seen 
by Watchman Woerner issuing from the sec- 
ond- story window on the front of the buiid- 
ing. By the time the first engine reached the 
scene the whole neighborhood was epvel- 
0 in a dense cloud of black smoke. was 
at first impossible to tell the true extent of 
the fire, but aftera few minutes the flames 
burst through the roof and marked clear! 

the limit of the fire. A brick wall separate 

the adjoining building of F. W. Smith 
& Son, wholesale grocers, from the 
oneon fire. To the east is a wide alley 
which cut off the progress of the flre in that 
direction. The lvage corps succeeded in 
getting tarpaulins over a portion of the stock 
and office fixtures on the first floor, but the 
smoke was so bad that they were driven off 
before they could do much good. ; 

Within half an hour afterthe alarm was 
turned in the flames had reached half wag 
along the roof tothe rear of the building, in 
spite of the good breeze blowing in the op- 
posite direction, coming as it did from the 
south and east. 

After the telegraph and telephone wires along 
the street in the front of the Duilding had been 
disposed of, a hose was run up to the roof ot 
the adjoining bullding and effeetive work was 
done from the south to prevent the spread of 
the fire. No work tu speak ot could be done 
from the frontorfromthe north sideon ac- 
count of the blinding and suffocating smoke, 
which was blown up the narrow streets. 
About 5 o’clock the roof fell in carrying the 
fourth floor down on to jjthe third, 
and stirring up the tire so that it 
burned with renewed vigor. Half 
an hour later the third floor gave way and 
the entire mass of burning roof beams, joists 
and flooring settled down to the second floor. 
The three outside walls still remained up- 
right, although in many places the water was 
squirting through the crevices between the 
bricks along the line of the second floor. 

In the rear the wall wasinavery bad con- 
dition, all of the windows having cracked 
and settled considerably and several rows of 
bricks having fallen from the top of the wall. 
The second, third and fourth floors were de- 
voted to the storage ofthe stock of the firm, 
which consisted of all kinds of 
dried fruits, beans, nuts, Frits, 
and other dry groceries. The floors 
wore all open, there being no dividing parti- 
tions above the first floor. 

The stock was completely destroyed by fire 
and water. 

At9 o’clock this morning the department 
was stillat work onthe fire, and the water 
was pouring down through the floor in 
—— but the fre was entirely under con- 

rol, 
MR. F. W. SMITH 

and another member of the firmof F. W. 
Smith & Son were seen at their office, and said 
they thought theirloss would be slight, the 
only damage being done by water and smoke. 
This firm carried a stock of gen- 
eral groceries, varying ir value accord 
ing tothe shipments, from $110,000 to $150, 000. 
They kept their stock in 522 and 524 North Sec- 
ond street and in the building across the 
street well covered by insurance, placed 
principally with D. J. Blanke. Whippel’s list 
gives the names of the following companies 
which have policies of $2,500 each on F. W.

It consisted of dried fruits, beuns 
peas and farinaceous goods, in all valued 
at $35,000 to 440,000 when the fire oc- 
curred. Mr. J. W. Teasdale was 
fixing ~ a new office and store at Nos. 519 and 
521 North Second street, half an hour after he 
arrived on the scene this morning. He will 
open up His store at tnat number, he said, this 
morning, and remain there until the insur- 
ance is adjusted, when he will 
move to a permanent location. His 
stock was fairly well insured, 
the insurance being placed with Bartlett Mil- 
ler. The following companies will stand the

The building occupied by Teasdale & Bro. is 
owned by Mrs. Brant. t is the first in the 
row of the four four-story bulidings built in 
the fifties, and considered at that time models 
of modern architecture and business houses. 
They have since almost rotted. The mortar in 
the brick walls bas fallen out, and the rear 
wall facing east threatens destruction to life 
and property as it now stands, In putting up 
the ladders and throwing water on the 
walls whole sections were knocked ou 
and others are now balanced an 
ready to fail at a moment’s 
notice. Water passes through the chinks into 
the street on all sides of the building in small 
streams, and a collapse is looked for any time 
to-day. Thecorner building was insured in 
the Guardian of New York for $2,500, Jefferson 
Mutual for $2,500 and Mutual Fire of Chicago 
for $3,000, a total of $8,000.

MISSING DR. CRONIN. 


New York Irish Nationalists Believe He Has 
Been Murdered. 


Be Telegraph te the POst-DIsPaTcu. 
New YORK, May 8.—Irish Nationalists of 
this city who know Dr. Cronin appear to be 
convinced that he was assassinated. tome 
say there is the barest possibility that he is a 
prisoner somewhere. Thereport that he is 
on his way to London to testify in defense of 
Parnell they pronounce absurd. The motive 
of his enemies to kill him was not, it is as- 
serted, altogethe~ on account of the fact that 
he was the custo.'an of a report show- 
ing tnat $)25,000 of the funds subscribed 


for e purposes had been misep- 
prope lated. He was Alex Sullivan’s most 
itter Soccer in Irish organizations in Chi- 
cago, ich had branches throughout the 
entire won be oe It is stated that ata meeting 
arranged by Sullivan forthe purpose of vin- 
dicating himeelf, a resolution was presented 
practically sentencing Cronin and others to 
death. Tne resolution was defeated. Another 
resolution somewhat similar in tenor was de- 
feated, and a third one, characterizing 
Cronin and some of his associates as lepers 
and outcasts, was also defeated. A motion to 
enjoin secrecy under oath in regard to the 
resolutions upon the penalty of death also 
failed to carry and a free fight followed, in 
which a revolver was drawn. One ot the com- 
batants was thrown down a flight of stairs and 
seriously injured. A lawyer, who isa well- 
known Irish Nationalist in Chicago, was fur- 
nished with the gist of the resolutions, and he 
advised proceedings in court. The men who 
brought him the information were afraid to 
testify in public and the efforts to punish the 
authors ofthe resolution ended there. 
CRONIN’S ATTACK ON SULLIVAN. 

Cronin in arecent issue of his newspaper, 
the Cello- American, attacked Alex Sullivan for 
introducing Le Caron to membership ‘the 
OClan-Na-Gael. This attack, coupled with other 
circumstances, widened the breach between 
the factions, and itis asserted that Cronin’s 
scoring of Sullivan may have prompted some 
foolhardy sympathizers with Sullivan to com- 
mit murder. John Devoy said yesterday that 
the reports circulated in Chicago reflecting 
on Cronin’s character were impaired by the 
men whom Cronin sought to have rebuked 
for their unfaithfulness to the trust reposed 
in them. 

It is a most unfortunate affair, said he, 
and there is no telling what the ultimate 
effect of it will be on Irish ‘national 
organizations in this country. It is the 
first assassination of the kind—if it is an as- 
sassination, and I believe it is—in the history 
of the Irish revolutionary movement. In- 
formers have been killed, but not the whole 
of them—perhaps not halt.“

EAST SAGINAW, Mich.,May 8.—Reports of the 
destruction of property by fires in the woods 
stillcome in.

Why He Did Not Touch Upon Existing Evils 
and Dangers—The People of To-Day 
More Advanced Than the Washington 
Generation—The Accumulation of Great 

* Wealth—Its Benefits.

New York, May 8.—The WORLD to-day pub- 
lishes this: 

**Bishop Potter’s Centennial address?’’ ex- 
Claimed Ohauncey M. Depew in the President's 
office of the New York Central Railroad, ashe 

‘SwWung his chair around to face a reporter. 
Haven't we bad enough about that?“ : 

On the contrary, the public interest in it 
seems not to have died out,’’ the reporter 
suggested. 

But Bishop Potter is a warm personal 
friend of mine, and 1 confess myself a great 
admirer of himself and his work. Therefore 
I do not wish to criticise his utterance.’’ 

**But you must remember that your oration 
was delivered immediately after you had 
listened to the Bishop’s sermon, and that 
your oration followed a different line of 
thought and took a directly opposite view. 
Will you allow a question as to why you 
differed with Bishop Potter in judging the 
present by the past?’’ 

**] see that a section of the press, said Mr. 
Depew, ‘‘is sharply criticising me for not hav- 
ing uncovered all of our public sores and for 
not tearing off our public scabs. Some news- 
papers assert that had Daniel Webster deliv- 
ered the centennial oration he would have 
left an address which must have lived during 


the coming century. But if Webster had 
been the orator of 1889 and had followed the 
ideas of these critics of mine he would have 
treated his countrymen with a magnificent 
exposition of American leprosy instead of a 
recital of the fulfillment of results and the 
guperb promises forthe future as shown by 
the history and progress of this Republic. On 
a great national ocecasion such as this was, 
the centenary of the organization of 
our Government, I thought that the 
central idea—and 1 think 80 still— 
was to promote patriotism by showing what 
constitutional liberty had done for America 
and the value ofthe character and the serv- 
joes Of the men who created the Government 
and stamped upon it the impress of their own 
individuality and opinions. I don’t think it 
was a time for the orator to touch upon or de- 
velop existing evils or dangers.’’ 
EVILS AND DANGERS. 
„Then you do admit there are evils and 
dangers?’’ 
nere are some evils and dangers, but I 
think they are, in comparison with the bless- 
ings and the benefits we enjoy, like the spots 
onthesun. The critic improves his oppor- 
tunity every day in the newspapers and every 
month in the magazines in pointing out those 
things which, forthe time being, need to be 
ventilated and eradicated, but they all belong 
to the day and nottothe century. The Amer- 
jean people have proved themselves amply 
capable to take care of those dangers and 
evils that may exist. Any man who will study 
as I did the first twenty-five vears of 
the Republic will discover thatjin intellectual- 
ity, morality and humanity the people at 
lar { to-day are infinitely more advanced 
than wasthe Washington generation. For 
instance, there wasthen no common school 
system in the State of New York ,there were no 
hospitals, no lums for the insane, no 
homes for the indigent and hopelessly dis- 
eased. The prisons were almost as bad as 
was the black bole of Calcutta, while 
the treatment of prisoners was brutal and de- 
ding. Men and women were confined in- 
efinitety for debt, and the filth and debauch- 
ery of these prisons were horrible beyond 
ression, he American Congress was be- 
net by the schemes of a horde of speculators 
and promoters, and immense fortunes were 
made out of the funding of the national debt 
and the assumptions of State obligations. 
True, we did not have the officeseeker as

Among the horses eligible 
are some of the best in the land, Judging by 
this year’s performances, the two California 
horees, The Czar and Don Jose, which are 
owned by Theo Winters, are entitled to first 
mention. Don Jose, who is by the celebrated 
racer, Joe Hooker, has shown himself to bea 
very worthy descendant of his great sire, 
having captured four stakes on the 
Pacific ‘oast this season with 
splendid competitors. If he maintains 
his form and starts he will be a danger- 
ous horse in the race. The Czar, a full brother 
to the Emperor of Norfolk, isfully as great a 
horse as Don Jose. On April24he ran in the 
Pacific coast Derby at San Francisco and won 
In 2:36, the fastest time ever made in America 
for that distance. The best previous record 
was 2:3642, made by Ben Ali at Louisville in 
1886 and ie 4 Todd in the Awmeri- 
can Derbv at Chicago in 1887. 
The Chicago stables will most likely 
depend on Viking, who was a good performer 
last year. W.L. Cassidy has Longfish, a well- 
bred colt, and aspeedy one to carry his col- 
ors.
